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Mr. Bell, Staff of Westview, honoured guests, 
parents, fellow graduates and friends: 

Writing this speech did not come easily to 
me. I did not want to get up here, stand be- 
hind this podium, and tell you all what chil- 
dren we were when we arrived and how much 
we have grown. You all know this. What I 
hope to do this evening is remind you of the 
importance of every aspect of those growing 
years. In the years that this graduating class 
has spent at Westview, we have been through 
times which may have left scars. But I think 
it is important to realize that these experiences 
were just as meaningful as the happier ones. 

When you came through the doors this eve- 
ning and walked into the front foyer, I am 
sure that many memories flashed through your 
mind as they did through mine. I recall my 
first entrance through those doors very clearly: 
the frantic searching for names among the 
many home form lists posted on the doors, only 
to discover that we didn't know anyone else in 
ourhome form, With what seemed like a sea 
of other frantic students, I was washed into this 
same auditorium and fell into a seat. Mr. Bell 
mounted, peered down at the quivering mass 
of students and, hoping to dispell any fears of 
getting lost in this maze, said, "Just ask anyone 
at Westview, anyone at all, and they will most 
certainly tell you where to go"... . and he 
was right; I've been told where to go many 
times since then, 

Since that day, we've been asking people 
where we should go and, at times, it felt as 
though everyone was telling us something dif- 
ferent or no one was telling us anything at all. 

Sooner or later, we all found ourselves at a 
dead end when the math problem was unsolv- 
able, the essay unwritable, the shotput unlift- 
able or the concept unmasterable. For some, 
the frustration proved to be too much. Those 
of us here tonight were not the ones who never 
encountered frustration but those who endured 
and eventually overcame it. 

Well, here we are. We made it. But - where 
are we? We appear, in many ways, to be right 
back where we began. Whether it be university, 
college or a new job, we are going into a new 
institution to which we must adjust. If it seems 
that high school was only a vehicle which did 
little to prepare us for the outside world, then 
perhaps you should examine those years a little 
more closely. 

Even those activities which went on outside 
of the classroom gave us greater insight. We all 
felt a great sense of accomplishment when one 
of our school teams won, or when 1500 cheer- 
ing students sat on each other in order to break 
a world's record. Field trips, dances, assem- 
blies, and even enduring the lunch hour in this 
cafeteria added to our experiences of life, One 
was no more important than another. 

These experiences composed a lighter, but 
not insignificant side of our education. This 
graduating class has also witnessed many con- 
flicts among teaching staff, administration and 
students, In our first year here, we experienced 
work-to-rule and became involved in what was, 
for many, our first boycott. In our second year, 
we saw the breakdown of our first boycott. In 
our second year, we saw the breakdown of our 





student government and we had to pitch in and 
do things for ourselves if we wanted anything 
done. We were beginning to see that things 
were not always going to happen according to 
our wishes and when we felt wronged, we had 
not only a right, but a responsibility, to speak 
out. 

Perhaps the most upsetting part of our educa- 
tion came with the teacher's strike. Mixed 
emotions of empathy, disillusionment and the 
feeling that all those involved were being 
cheated or ignored were prevalent during that 
period. It was something which we will all re- 
member. Something, however, to be learned 
from rather than grumbled about. 

Well, after all that, we finally made it to 
our graduation year. The unsurmountable 
mountain had been surmounted only to have 7 
essays, 5 lab assignments, and 3 seminars in 
the first three weeks of school. In December, 
we carefully weighed the pros and cons of the 
alternatives left to us after high school. After 
hours of deliberation, we played eeny, meeny, 
miny, moe, hoping that this traditional method 
of choice would once again prove successful, 
Our final year brought a new type of pressure: 
the self-imposed pressure of doing well, for it 
seemed to be our last chance to prove to our- 
selves to those who had the power to make us 
or break us. In addition to this, the size of the 
School and the growing number of students 
forced seemingly unfair rules and regulations 
on us, with which we had never dealt before. 
At the end of the year, I heard too many com- 
plaints, too many misgivings. The number of 
years we spent here must have left.us with more 
than grievances. I would like to shine a more 
positive light on our years here, instead of 
dwelling on memories which may leave bitter- 
ness, for we will never be able to have these 
years again. 

I was flipping through the yearbooks while 
preparing this speech, looking at cheerleaders, 
football and Reach for the Top teams and all 
those awful photographs, and I realized it was 
here that we spent that time of our lives when 
we were most susceptible to change and influ- 
ence. Having learned how to deal with people, 
pressure and perhaps even puberty, we some- 
times tripped, sometimes sailed through our 
years at Westview. 

I hope that from time to time you will re- 
member the years you spent here and carry 
them with you wisely. Edith Wharton once 
said: "There are two ways of spreading light: 
to be the candle or the mirror that reflects it." 
When we arrived, we were that mirror; we are 
now the candle.
